The test substance
is an experimental pesticide.

The test was conducted in a static system over 7 days according to the following test guidelines:
“OECD Guideline for Testing of Chemicals, No. 221: Lemna sp., Growth Inhibition Test

The following nominal concentrations were tested: control, 0.1, 0.4, 1.6, 6.4 and 25.6 ug/L. All test
solutions were visibly clear over the entire exposure period. The test substance is an active
ingredient. Analyses were not carried out.

The following effect concentrations were obtained based on nominal concentrations:
